3 Army Pilots, Enroute Air Mail Posts, Crash To Death 
FLAMING OIL 


CAUSES DEATH 


MRS. 
TEMPLE 


Materials for Chest Rub Ignited and Set Fire 


to Nightdress—Appeared on Way to Re- 
covery When Sudden Relapse Occurred— 
Youngest Child Born Three Weeks Ago. 


Mrs. Louis W. Temple, 39, 


of 6943 Lexington avenue, 
died Friday evening from 
b u r n s received Thursday 
night when a small pan of 
turpentine and oil which she 
was heating over the kitchen 
stove caught fire and set her 
flannel nightdress afire. 


Mrs. Temple, mother of six chil- 
dren, was prepanng a chest rub for 
Betty, aged 5, 
when the acci- 
dent 
occurred. 


She had re-

newspaper,

Startled, 
she accidentally 
tipped over the 
pan and the 
burning f l u i d 
spilled about her 
waist.

led her back to the kitchen and 
doused water over her. 


Youngest Baby 3 Weeks Old. 
Mrs. Temple's nightdress was al- 
most entirely consumed before the 
flames were extinguished. She suf- 
fered third degree burns about her 
hips, thighs and hands, and first 
and second degree burns on other 
parts of her body, according to Dr. 
Bertha M. Thomson who arrived 
immediately to attend her. 


Mrs. 
Temple, to whom a baby 
daughter, Helen Louise, was born 
just three weeks previous to the 
night of the accident, first asked. 
"Will I have to die and leave my 
babies," Dr. Thomson reported. 


After emergency treatment at her 


home, Mrs. Temple was taken to 
Bryan Memorial hospital. She ap- 
peared to be in a fair condition 
Friday, considering the serious con- 
dition of her burns and took hot tea 
during the day. Her sudden fatal 
relarjss came unexpectedly.

istrator. 
For the week beginning on the 
date mentioned not more than 
28,500 workers shall be retained, 
Mr. Hopkins directed. Men driving 
their own trucks and teams are to 
be counted in this number. 


"The new quota includes all em- 
ployes on all projects," Hopkins' 
telegram said. 
In order to work the least hard- 


ship, the national administrator ad- 
vised that those needing work least 
should be dropped first. Where two 
or more members of the same fam- 
ily are drawing CWA pay, he di- 
rected that all but one be dropped. 
Needy women are to be given the 
same consideration as men in the 
revised job assignment, under the 
Hopkins plan of gradual reduction 
at the rate of 10 per cent a week 
from now until May I.

The committee would not divulge 
the size of the gift to Lindbergh, 
which was revealed several weeks 
ago in the flier's answers to a ques- 
tionnaire sent to persons prominent 
in the aviation industry.

Temple, Disabled War 


Vet, Helplessly Faces 


Horror Of Wife's Death 


Neighbors Care for Youngest of 6 Children—Hus- 


band, Nerves Shattered in France Leaned 


on Mate for Courage to Carry On. 


It will be seventeen years ago 
this summer that Louis W. Temple 
walked into the recruiting office in 
Lincoln to answer his country's call 
to arms. For 16 months he served 
in France with the medical casual- 
ty department as one of the 375 
men from Ft. Riley, Kas., who 
made up the unit, caring for shell- 
torn, 
pain-racked 
buddies 
sent 
back from the front. 
His was the vigor of young man- 


hood then. But the experience of 
war shattered' his nerves. He came 
home to Lincoln to marry, in Aug- 
ust, 1919, the girl he left behind 
him, Miss Grace O'Neal. Together 
they tried to carry on, but Louis' 
nerves gave way. 
Neighbors Aid Children. 
Today he lies propped up in bed, 


trying to fit together the frag- 
ments of the horror that took his 
wife. 
She died Friday night of 
accidental burns. 
In the house, staring wide-eyed 
at the people who enter on tip-toe, 
speak in low tones and leave, are 
four of the six Temple children. 
They are motherless now. The 
youngest, Helen Louise, is but three 


weeks old. The oldest, Eugene, is 
12. Betty, a five year old girl, and 
Helen Louise have been taken to 
neighbors' homes. 
"I thank God for all my neigh- 
bors", Temple says. "They've done 
everything ..that they could for us. 
But they can't bring her back to 
me." And the tears, that he tries 
to keep back, blur his tired eyes. 
Lost Insurance Suit. 


A few years ago, Temple sued 
the government on a $10,000 war 
risk insurance policy, alleging total 
disability, but a Federal court jury 
ruled against him. He has been 
unemployed for several years. Lo- 
cal veterans organizations have 
helped the family and he is be- 
lieved to have received some dis- 
ability compensation from the gov- 
ernment. 


And now Grace is gone. She was 
the one person who never gave up, 
and in spite of the odds, gave him 
the courage to go on, Jie said. A 
sister of Mr. Tmple is on her way 
to do what she can. But the six

To Save Life Of 
Chicago Woman 


Bleeds Through Mucous 


Membranes for 


Nine Days. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 17—(/P)—A ray of 


hope was held by medical science 
today for the recovery of Miss Ger- 
trude Siers, who has been bleeding 
more than nine days from her mu- 
cous membranes. 


An apparent 
increase 
in the 
platelets of her blood—cells which 
cause blood to coagulate—formed 
the basis of an optimistic belief 
that a continuation of transfusion 
operations will prevent the 30-year- 
old telephone operator from bleed- 
ing to death. 


The normal platelet 
count is 
blood, but Miss Siers' was only 
250.000 per centimeter of healthy 
about 35,000 today.' 


Sixteen 
transfusions given by 
fourteen friends and relatives of 
the young woman, however, had 
strengthened her somewhat, and 
more were planned. 
Nearly twelve quarts of fresh 
blood had been injected into her 
veins, including some from 
her 
fiance, Edward Bronze, who ap- 
pealed for more donors. 
The disease is known as throm- 
bocytopenic purpura. Its cause is 
unknown, but it derives its name 
from the purplish stains it brings 
teneath the skin. It has caused 
Miss Siers to bleed from her eyes, 
ears. nose, throat and all of her 
mucous membranes. 
"This form of purpura is so rare 
that a physician may have only 
once case in a lifetime." said Miss 
Siers physician. Dr. Charles H. 
McKenna.

blood: thromboplastin and calcium

The name of Ireland 
would then be inserted as grantee 
and the real estate be held in trust. 
subject to re-transfer to Baxter on 
his request, it Is claimed. 


Inserted Name. 


Baxter claims Ireland violated 
the trust by having his name in- 
serted In each of the deeds, without 
knowledge of Baxter, and by in- 
serting a substantial consideration 
in the instruments and having 
these deeds filed in the various 
counties In which the real estate 
was located. 
Pacts of the trusteeship between 
Baxter and Ireland and knowledge 
of Ireland's actions in filing the 
deeds are alleged to have been 
known to all the defendants. The 
alleged conspiracy between Ireland 
and the defendants is alleged to 
have been consummated by the 
Federal Trust holding out to the 
public that the fee simple title in 
all the Baxter real estate rested 
in Ireland. 
It is charged that the defendants 
then used the alleged fraudulently 
recorded deeds as the basis of 
mortgages, bonds and other instru- 
ments whereby the trust company 
would pretend to make loans to 
Ireland and to others not bona fide 
owners.

Hearing of the test case as to 


whether the new law of Nebraska 
allowing personal taxes to be paid 
in two equal Installments, Decem- 
ber 1 and July 1, relieves the tax- 
payer of liability lor interest on 
the second half will take place be- 
fore the state Supreme court next 
Fridav morning. February 23. 
This is an original proceeding in 
the high tribunal brought by the 
Lincoln Telephone & Telegraph Co.. 
against Treasurer William Albcrs of 
Lancaster county. It was set down 
by the court Saturday to be ar- 
gued and submitted at the time 
mentioned. 
The court refused to all ow a re- 
hearing asked by the city of Ains- 
worth in its appeal from a District 
court decision in Brown county, 
holding that it has no-lowful power 
to contract for the purchase of a 
light and power plant, to be paid 
for out of future earnings.

Douglas County Board 


Starts Action In 
Supreme Court. 


County Attorney Henry Beal of 


Douglas county, having first ob- 
tained permission of the Supreme 
court to file his petition, Saturday 
morning brought an original action 
in that tribunal to test the law 
passed by the last legislature, pro- 
viding that when delinquent taxes 
are paid after the end of the fiscal 
year they may be applied or used 
only in the payment of obligations 
incurred during the year for which 
they were levied or placed in the 
bond sinking fund. 


The action, brought in the names 


of Douglas county and its board of 
commissioners, was for a writ of 
mandamus against otto J. Bauman, 
county treasurer, directing him to 
turn into the county general fund 
$22 000 in delinquent taxes collected 
by him. It is contended that the law 
under which the taxes are withheld 
from the general fund is unconsti- 
tutional. 
Grants Alternative Writ. 
Acting Chief Justice Rose granted 
an alternative writ of mandamus, 
directing Treasurer Bauman 
to 
place the money on hand in the 
general 
fund, or show cause by 
March 5 why such action should not 
be taken. Hearing will be had on the 
date mentioned on the application 
for a peremptory writ.

CWA projects. hithefto~50 centsTHn 
hour, is cut to 30 cents, effective not 
later than March 2. This ii in ac- 
cordance with numerous complaints 
from private employers In Nebraska 
and other agricultural states that 
the 50-cent rate was causing some 
of their employes to desert their 
Jobs in order to get more as CWA 
workers. 
Every case of this kind, of course, 
operated to defeat the purpose of 
the CWA, which was to take care 
of those who had no work or means 
of self-support, and not to provide 
better opportunities for those who 
had. 
In communities where the prevail- 
ing rate of wages is higher than 30 
cents for the kind of labor being 
used, CWA workers will be paid on 
the same basis as others. 
Hours of work will remain 
a* 
heretofore—24 hours a week in cit- 
ies of 2,500 or greater population, 
and 15 hours in smaller towns and 
rural territory. Rotation, or stag- 
gering, of Jobs, which would mean 
cutting down the hours for each 
person employed, is prohibited. 
Projects now under way. Hopkins 
advises, may continue without nc"* 
authorization. In considering other 
projects that have not yet been 
started, those least necessary or de- 
sirable should be abandoned, he 
suggests. 
No More "Civil Works Service." 
The separate classification 
of 
"civil works service" employment, 
paid for out of federal reliei funds

said: 
"Instead of the administration 


protecting this man notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he is making 
every effort to prevent proper in- 
vestigation, his company's income 
taxes should be looked into." 
Tried Impeach Hoover. 


The Pennsylvanian, who tried to 
impeach former President Hoover, 
asserted Doherty was one of the 
largest contributors to President 
Roosevelt's campaign fund and that 
the present head of' the treasury 
tax division is a friend of the Ne.v 
Yorker. He added he was "told" 
that Arthur Mullen was handling 
Doherty's income taxes. 


Mullen, Washington attorney and 


democratic national committeeman 
for Nebraska, said: 
"I have never had anv connection 
with any tax matters for H. L. 
Doherty or for the Cities Service 
company." 


Doherty echoed: 
"Mr. Arthur Mullen has never 


at any time been consulted by me 
or the companies in which I am 
interested in connection with any 
tax matters whatsoever." 
"Were he (MeFadden) not pro- 


tected by a cloak of congressional 
immunity, which he cowardly hides 
behind in his vicious and scurrilous 
attacks upon honest men," Doherty 
continued, "I would sue him for 
libel and slander in every court in 
the land."

AN ARMED CAMP. 


"THE bloodshed in Austria is not the fruit of revo- 


JL lution/^but of a war fomented by outside pow- 


ers," wrote Dorothy Thompson, a distinguished ob- 
server of foreign affairs, and the wife of Sinclair 
Lewis. 
"Austrians, who are essentially one of the most 


peace loving and civilized people on earth, brutally 
' have been killing each other in the interests of Italy, 
or Germany, or France. The dreadful events of the 
last few days are the result of 
fifteen 
years of 


greedy, unimaginative, narrow national policy on the 
part of all the European powers, which has finally 
as its victim a small, poor, and desperate people. Aus- 
tria is the real corridor of Europe. It lies right in 
the path of the national aims of stronger nations. 


If that were not condemnation enough from an 


experienced and capable correspondent, who, through- 
out most of the period referred to was present in 
Europe, the latest compilation of figures dealing 


'• with foreign trade should clinch the argument over 


nationalism. It is fomenting, not only a war spirit, 
but is crucifying world trade. And no matter how 
ardently the world may hope for recovery, the fact 
1 remains there is little prospect for it when inter- 


national commerce attains but a fraction of the 
volume of former years. 


The economic intelligence service of the League of 


Nations just has made public the figures for seventy- 
three countries for November. They show the com- 


: bined trade of these countries was but 36.6 per cent 


of the average for the year 1929, which is only 4 
per cent greater than the lowest point reached- dur- 
ing the world wide depression. It is lower slightly 
than the average for 1932 and far less than 1931, 
when world trade stood at 52 per cent. These fig- 
ures demonstrate one thing very clearly. World trade 
is making a painfully slow recovery—so much so as 
to constitute a reason for real concern. 


It is of concern to any one who senses the high 


Importance of world trade to permanent economic 
recovery. We may lift our eyebrows and shrug our 
shoulders, but it would seem we should have had 
our fill of a fictitious prosperity in America while 
the rest of the world was wallowing in misery as a 
result of extreme economic conditions. That is the 
story of 1923 to 1929. We had what was hailed as 
an unparalleled era of prosperity. 
Factories were 


busy, employment very plentiful, wages and salaries 
high, and the prices of farm commodities eminently 
satisfactory. But we did not have prosperity. We 
had a fool's paradise. From out of it, the nation 
emerged with millions of people wiped out financially, 
with widespread unemployment and destitution, and 
with a complete collapse of business. Our prosperity 
vanished and in its place was one of the most cruel 
depressions in our experience. 
Throughout all of 


that stretch of years when business was booming, 
we were in the grip of the strongest nationalist feel- 
ing this country has known. We prided ourselves 
upon our disdain for foreign countries. We wanted 
nothing to do with them. We wanted them to pay 
up, and then to leave us alone. 


All of Europe may say to us that we pioneered in 


the development of nationalism. We were the of- 
fender in the beginning. 
. 


While in Europe it may have a separate effect in 


kindling militaristic spirit, its economic fruits are 
the same which we have observeh in the United 
States. We, along with all other nations, have de- 
luded ourselves as long as we can. The time is ripe 
to inaugurate steps looking toward a revival of for- 
eign trade, and the burial of that nationalistic spirit 
which is responsible for present conditions. 


TWIN CITIES SCOURED. 


ATTORNEY General Cummings has 
evidently 


come to the conclusion arfived at by many 


other people a long time ago—tnat there is some- 
thing wrong in the Twin cities of Minnesota. He 
said Thursday that in the Bremer kidnaping case 
"segments of the local police have our confidence 
and other segments do not have our confidence." 


Nebraska has had considerable experience with the 


Minnesota cities, and so have other states in this 
part of the country. For many months Jefferson 
county has been trying to get possession of Sam 
Taran, wanted in connection with the robbery of a 
bank at Fairbury. but thus far all efforts have been 
futile. Where the blame is to be placed is not to 
be here stated, but the county attorney of Jefferson 
county has expressed the greatest indignation at the 
delay, as has Governor Bryan. 


It is a known fact that whenever securities are 


stolen anywhere hi the west, negotiations for their 
return are almost invariably opened from one of the 
Twin cities. This was the case with the loot taken 
in the big Lincoln bank robbery, and it is so in 
practically every instance. 


; 
An official is quoted as blaming the prevalence of 


: kidnaping in the~two cities upon the fact that they 
: have numerous citizens able to pay heavy ransom. 
This, however, would not account for the fact that 
part of the Urschel ransom money quickly found its 
way to Minnesota, nor for the further fact that stolen 
securities may be bought back from people located I 
there.

WHY JUSTICE STUBS ITS TOE. 
J 


UDGE BEN 8. BAKER, well known Omaha at- 
torney, submitted to a newspaper interview on 


his 84th birthday, which occurred Thursday, and was 
asked this question, among others: 


"How long a time is needed to learn the law?" 
To which the venerable legal practitioner replied: 
"More than 60 years, I know. I might learn it in 


a thousand year*, but probably not." 


"Why 
not?" the reporter queried. 


"There is too much law to go into one head. It is 


like trying to put 10 pecks into a bushel measure." 


This is refreshing and commendable frankness 


from a prominent and successful member of the Ne- 
braska bar. It is an admission that even a man who 
devotes his life to the study and practice of law can- 
not do much better than guess at its meaning and 
application. 


How, then, can the ordinary citizen be expected to 


know what the law is; to what extent he can rely on 
it for protection of his rights, including life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness; or by what means he 
can inform himself so as to keep within the law in 
his daily conduct and dealings with other men. 


The answer is that he cannot. Legal science has 


been made altogether too abstruse by those who fol- 
low it, so that an intelligent understanding of it is 
impossible to the lay mind—nor, if Judge Baker's 
testimony be accepted at face value, to the lawyer's 
mind, either. 


On virtually every important question of law that 


presents itself, court decisions can 
be found dis- 


ametrically opposed to each other. Lawyers seize 
upon such of these conflicting decisions as may fit 
the particular cases they have in charge, in order to 
win for their clients and earn fees for their services. 
Judges listen to their contentious harangues on 
tweedledee and tweedledum and try to decide accord- 
ing to the law as they understand it; but in the 
midst of a bewildering maze of precedents on both 
sides they must go largely by guesswork. 


The worst befuddlement of all comes in cases tried 


before juries. There the principles of law are often 
submerged in side issues calculated to appeal to per- 
sonal prejudices or sympathy. The lawyer having 
the weak side of the controversy usually does what 
he can to confuse the jury by introducing extraneous 
matters that have little real bearing upon the equi- 
table issues, and to distort facts and motives for the 
purpose of causing the jury to place a misinterpre- 
tation upon them. 


Criminal law has become a travesty, with its in- 


numerable crevices through which offenders of the 
worst type are enabled to crawl and escape punish- 
ment. It is because of this that gangsterism, kid- 
naping, murder, and other forms of organized crime 
are so prevalent in the United States. The dilly- 
dallying of the law is mainly responsible for the 
perils to which Americans are exposed at the hands 
of these malign elements of society. 


One of the most needed reforms of these times is 


a simplication of jurisprudence which will throw into 
the discard the old moth-eaten system of prece- 
dents and technicalities which now operate to defeat 
justice in many instances. 


FILIPINOS IN PROTEST. 


AS WAS to have been expected, the Filipinos are 


making vigorous objections to the imposition of 


an excise tax of five cents per pound on cocoanut oil. 
They say that such a fax would ruin the industry, 
and it must be admitted that it is expected that it 
will greatly curtail it, that being the very purpose for 
which it is intended. 


The only question is, whether the livestock and 


cottonseed industries in the United States shall con- 
tinue to languish under this ruinous competition, or 
the producers of copra shall take some of the pun- 
ishment, it is quite apparent that the people of 
this country are for favoring the first mentioned 
group. Congressman Shallenberger 
of Nebraska, 


father of the tax plan, says that he has received a 
vast number of congratulatory messages and that 
the only objectors are the manufacturers 
of soap, 


who say that the tax will increase the price of their 
output. 


It is safe to say that the American people will 


willingly pay a little more for their soap if two great 
industries can thereby be benefited. As to the Fili- 
pinos, it can be pointed out that they have been 
clamoring for independence and the proposed tax is 
only a foretaste of what they may expect when that 
goal shall have been reached. 


Without doubt great quantities of cocoanut oil will 


continue to be used in this country after the tax be- 
comes a fact, but the lompetition with native fats 
will not be nearly so keen. The prices of all fats 
will be advanced and much more of the native prod- 
ucts will be consumed. That is the purpose of the 
tax and its success is a certainty. 


Cocoanut oil is produced at an amazingly low cost, 


and its potential quantity is unlimited. The nuts 
can be grown in unbelievable 
numbers on every 


tropical island. The cost of labor for production of 
copra is negligible. Through it two great American 
industries have received staggering blows. 


EDUCATION'S GOAL* 


THE University of Nebraska is due credit for 


the institute conducted here for all college edu- 


cators of the state. Representatives of sectarian and 
non-sectarian, large and small colleges gathered in- 
formally to discuss the most important question con- 
fronting education today, "Where are we going?" 


In these hectic days of the "New Deal", schoolmen 


are giving particular attention to their economics. 
Some advocate thorough inculcation of the princi- 
ples of liberal thought which they believe represent, 
the present administration, others are inclined to 
voice the skepticism of their conservative back- 
grounds. Not a small number favor stress on the 
radical political and economic schemes of socialists 
and communists, or even fascists. 


In a nation founded upon the theory of individual 
ree conscience, we believe it is reasonable to say, our 
schools and colleges have no duty to lean toward any 
one of these systems. Rather, each theory should 
be presented in such a vigorous and careful man- 
ner that students will know enough about the many 
new and old deals to choose for themselves. 


It is easy for a good professor to mold the minds 


of his students to the way of thought he believes 
correct. But is mere slavishness to the teacher's 
deas consistent with liberal education? 


A teacher should guide thinking, not control it. 


Nebraska's educators, in searching for a goal, may 
«afely select the principle of vigorously elucidating 
current problems so that students are stimulated to 
hink for themselves.

York, presents the most significant 
results of historical and scientific 
research and deftly marshals a 
wealth of material for the reader's 
appreciation of the conditions un- 
der which our Lord lived in the 
days of His flesh. The mentality of 
His contemporaries is discerningly 
portrayed and the most familiar 
New Testament scenes and customs 
are invested with fresh and im- 
pressive meanings. From the first 
the reader is made aware of the 
intense nationalism of Judaism, the 
all-powerful influences of the Ro- 
man rule and the leavening force 
of the Greek temper. This book 
sheds light on numerous ideas and 
expressions otherwise somewhat ob- 
scure in the story of the Master. 
"The Life of Jesus," by Dr. Maur- 
ice Goguel, a French Protestant 
theologian, was published a year 
ago, 
is now translated by Olive 
Wyon and can be obtained from 
Allen & Unwin, of London. It is a 
monumental work to be followed by 
another of equal magnitude dealing 
with the apostolic age and the rise 
and growth of organized Christi- 
anity. Its size and cost render it 
unsuitable for a modest purse and 
I only commend it to experts who 
desire it despite the cost.

This is the gist of whatever 
3arth advances and because of it 
ie is at war with the self glorifica- 
;ion of man now current even in 
religious volumes and treatises. Our

Those 
naturalistic doctors of the church 
who are always very busy deducing 
God from man instead of man from 
God are sternly rbeuked, and mod-

call It. If the United States Is no 
ready to stabilize the dollar whj 
should they complain about it' 
Doesn't it merely mean that Europe 
tried to put one over on us but we 
saw through it. 


ANSWER. 


Not necessarily. Every nation is 


feeling the effects of the depression 
and every statesman is trying to 
find a solution for it. At first al 
statesmen were agreed on the need 
of stabilizing currencies, but in 
matters of this character circum- 
stances often arise over night, as 
it were, which compel either a com- 
plete change of policy or drastic 
modifications thereof. This has hap- 
pened with pur own country. The 
early stabilizing of the dollar woulc 
have endangered the experimenta 
plans of the new deal for raising 
prices. At any rate such was the 
honest belief of the president. 


But stabilization signifies more 


than fixing ratios which are in 
strict relationship to the dollar, the 
British pound and the French 
franc. It involves tariff rearrange- 
ments, and the war debts are al- 
ways waiting lugubriously in the 
background. I question whether any 
fixing of currency values through- 
out the world can last more than 
a few months when other closely 
allied problems are allowed to go 
unsolved. 
There is another and an ethica 


factor to be remembered. If the as- 
sembled representatives of ^nations 
at any conference imagine that 
they can arrive at a real solution 
without joining in a give-and-take 
method of reaching their results 
or if they suppose that such a con- 
ference will be a success when it is 
no more than a haggling and bar- 
gaining in which each country is 
out to get all it can and to give as 
little as possible, then only bitter 
failure will result and responsible 
government officials will have to 
try some other means to reach an 
agreement. The best brains of Eu- 
rope and America may come to- 
gether and battle for weeks with 
dialectical skill, but the ills of the 
world call for much more than 
mere argumentation to heal them. 


Qualities as well as quantities 


must have a place in adequate eco- 
nomic remedies. Generosity, reci- 
procal action, sympathetic under- 
standing of national and interna- 
tioal obstacles and a determination 
to trust and be trusted and to act 
so as to deserve mutual confidence 
—these are the essentials for suc- 
cessful conferences seeking to solve 
our problems. I submit that we as 
well as the other nations of the 
world have played the game- of beg- 
gar our neighbor to our own hurt. 
If the results so far achieved by it 
are any criterion, that procedure 
now appears to be exhausted.

When real blood transfusion was 
begud, it was found that not only 
the blood of other species destroyed 
the blood of man when the lower 
animals were used for donors but 
even the blood of fellow human be- 
ings had bad effects upon certain 
individuals, for instance, the blood 
of Mr. A. if injected into Mr. B.'s 
circulation, may cause Mr. B.'s 
blood to coagulate or to dissolve. 


Therefore, before a blood trans- 
fusion is done nowadays, the person 
who gets the blood and the person 
who gives it have to be studied to 
see whether the have the proper 
blood grouping. 
There are four of 
these blood groups, and their inter- 
actions are quite complicated. The 
two bloods—of donor acd recipient- 
are tested for the two things which 
have been mentioned—whether one 
blood will coagulate the other and 
whether it *ill dissolve it.

Socialists, Communists 


Battle For Control 


Of Assembly. 


NEW YORK. Feb. 
17—{Ify-So- 


cialists and Communists meeting at 
Madison Square Garden to protest 
against 
"atrocities" 
of Austrian 
fascism, engaged in one of the bit- 
terest battles that home of pugil- 
ism has ever seen. 
The meeting, sponsored by trade 
union and socialist 
organizations 
late yesterday afternoon, became a 
bedlam shortly after it was called 
to order when about 5.000 com- 
munists among the crowd of 20,000 
which jammed the building tried 
to take charge. 


Thirteen Injured. 


Three women and nine men were 
beaten or struck by chairs and one 
man was stabbed in the back. Sev- 
en of the injured were taken to a 
hospital for treatment. 
The fighting started shortly after 
Algernon Lee, director of the Rand 
School of Social Research, had in- 
troduced Charles Solomon, social- 
ist candidate for mayor last fall. 
Catcalls, boos and shouting had In- 
terrupted Lee but Solomon's state- 
ment: "We plead for unity of so- 
cialists and social revolutionaries 
together," was the signal for a free- 
for-all. 


Two Reds Disrobed. 


In the north boxes, two com- 
munists lost most of their clothing 
as they were overpowered by so- 
cialists and taken outside by spe- 
cial house police. A few city police 
were present and others of a detail 
of 150 outside arrived during the 
hour of rioting that followed, but 
none of them had nightsticks. 
Clarence A. Hathaway, editor of 


the 
"Daily Worker," communist 
paper, was severely beaten by so- 
cialists when he attempted to make 
a speech. 


Chairs Hurled. 
As the tumult grew, communists 


from vantage points in the bal- 
conies hurled chairs at a throng 
about the speakers stand. 
Finally about 50 policemen took 
up positions about the 
speakers 
stand and as there appeared no 
chance of quieting the throng -suf- 
ficiently for speakers to be heard, 
the meeting; was adjourned.

Boss Carroll, 60, of 1730 North

The number of patients treatec 


by the Lincoln General hospita 
staff in 1933 was 2.787, according 
to the annual report completec 
Saturday by Superintendent Glady 
G. Smlts for submission to th 
board of trustees and filing with 
the city council. Included in th 
patient total are 225 out-patient 
and 291 babies born at the hos 
pital. 


A four-story addition was bull 
during the summer, the second and 
third floors having a bed-capacity 
of 45. The addition houses the 
"world's largest and most powerfu 
x-ray machine ever built for the 
treatment of cancer," the repor 
says. It has been in operation four 
months. The top floor of the build- 
ing is used as a dressing and loung- 
ing room for doctors. 
Thirty-eight students are enrolled 
in the nursing classes. Twenty-nine 
were graduated in 1933. 
The staff numbers 142 doctors 
ariS 89 graduate and student nurses 
and other employes. The number 
of graduate nurses called into the 
hospital for special duty during the 
year was 404. 


Kighty-two of the patients treat- 
ed in the hospital were residents 
of other states. A total of 1,40( 
surgical operations were performec 
at the hospital during the year.
